Notable speeches 
were) made. by: Prime’ Minister »Asquith, 
Eield Marshal Lord. Kitchener, ‘Secre- 
tary fér War, and Winston Spencer 
Churchill, First Lord of the Admiralty. 

Lord Kitchener, ~whose massive fig- 
ure, clad in sérvice khaki, towéred over 
the audience of & thousand men and wo- 
men in. the historic ‘building, while ex- 
pressing * satisfaction .at the response: 
to -his call ‘fér men atid the progress: of 
their” military training, impressed upon 
the nation that the war would be a long 
one and he ‘would require .‘“‘ more men 
and still. more, - until: the. enemy «is 
crushed.” 


The. Guildhall has. been the. scene of 
many. civic and national functions, in 
the past 500 years; but seldom has there 
been one which so strongly appealed: to 
the popular imagination. The guests, 
who. numbéred a thousand and: inchided 
the leading ‘statesmen, diplomats, and 
financiers, entered the civic headquar- 
ters of London between two. lines’ of

Seven War Ships Reported On 
Way to the Pacific via 
Panama Roate. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.--A. report 
reached Washington from New York to- 
day that a fleet of seven British war- 
ships was bound westward in the At- 
lantic, and might seek passage through 
the Panama Canal.
